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Tech Fee Committee wants student feedhack

The LSUS Technology Fee 
Committee for the upcoming 
year has been selected and is 
now accepting student sugges- 
tions on how the technology 
fee should be used in the next 
fiscal year beginning in July. 

The five dollars per credit 
hour, which is paid by students 
each semester, makes up the 
technology fee, which is then 
used to operate computer labs 
and buy other necessary equip- 
ment for the university. 

LSUS began collecting the 
Technology Fee in 1997 and 
since has used the money col- 
lected to improve the technolo- 


| gy used at LSUS. 


The Technology Fee Com- 
mittee has been around since 
the introduction of the fee and 
is made up of five faculty mem- 


bers and six students. To ensure 
that students have the final say 
in how their money is spent, a 
majority of the committee is 
made up of students, 

The committee will not 
vote on the proposals until the 
spring semester. However, this 
fall they are taking suggestions 
from the students to insure the 
students have a say in how the 
technology fee is used. During 
the spring they will receive 
more suggestions from stu- 
dents and faculty and vote on 
proposals then. 

Shelby Keith, chair of the 
Technology Fee Committee, 
said there is usually a correla- 
tion between what students 
and faculty members suggest 
for the fee and that they usually 
choose the proposals which 
will benefit the most students. 
Keith said the Technology Fee

Students from all over the 
nation will be on the campus of 
LSUS Nov. 19-21 to compete in 
a national debate competition. 
Students will debate and per- 
form in public speaking, litera- 
ture and poetry interpretation, 
and communications analysis. 

This is the biggest regional 
competition in six states in- 
cluding Texas, Oklahoma, Al- 
abama, Arkansas, Mississippi 
and Louisiana. Participants in 
the competition will choose 
from 11 different public speak- 
ing topics in two major de- 
bates. Each round will last for 
approximately one hour and 
15 minutes. The debates will 
start at 5 p.m. Friday. 

All students and faculty 
are encouraged to come and 
observe the debates as well as 
serve as judges. 


“These are good persua- 
sive speeches you are not going 
to hear anywhere else,” said 
Mary Jarzabek, Debate Team 
coach and communications in- 
structor. Jarzabek said that 
these students have worked 
hard all year long to see how 
they rank with other students 
in the nation. 

Jarzabek said it is the peo- 
ple who help judge the debates 
and the students who attend 
the debates as spectators that 
help make the tournaments 
such a success. 

Jarzabek said debating is 
like mental exercise, Students 
must have good general 
knowledge about all current 
events—from the recent elec- 
tion to the latest medical and 
technological advances—to 
compete.

Team captain and criminal jus- 
tice major, said that debate is 
about interaction and being 
persuasive. 

“The individual debate is 
what the college experience is 
really about,” said Holliday. 

A.J. Edwards, assistant De- 
bate coach and senior criminal 
justice major, said that debate 
is one of the few academias 
that helps develop _ basic 
thought.

The SGA has recently implemented a new 


election system. The secretary position within 
SGA will now be elected by the students, as op- 
posed to having the president appoint someone 
to the position. This will make the position 
more difficult for students to attain. 

The decision to change the selection method 
allows the students to choose the best candidate 
for the job. In the past, the decision was made 
primarily by the SGA president after consulting 
with Dr. Gloria Raines, vice chancellor of stu- 
dent affairs and SGA adviser, and some of the 
other SGA officers.

The secretary receives a scholarship of $900 
a semester and left students asking why the 
president should pick to whom the position 
goes. Denitra Dennis, the current secretary, be- 
lieves that the change is best for the students. 

"I think the change is very helpful to the stu- 
dents to be able to determine who is best suited 
for the job," said Dennis. Officer elections are 
held every March.

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Test helps freshmen | P| 
ease into college life

For many students coming 
out of high school, the new col- 
lege environment can be excit- 
ing but also very frightening, 
said Paula Lewis, director of 
student development and 
counseling. 

Now, students have the 
possibility to make the best out 
of their college experience, 
very early on, through a test 
called "College Student Inven- 
tory.” 

It has been in place since 
last spring semester, and it 
helps students assess their po- 
tential strengths and weakness- 
es upon their arrival in college, 
said Lewis. It started as a pilot 
project with 20 faculty mem- 
bers and staff members from 
Student Affairs, who volun- 
teered to be trained by the cre- 
ators of the test. 

During freshman orienta- 
tion, students can choose 
whether they want to take the 
test, which is just a way to help 
them find out more about 
themselves. As a reminder, 

_ Paula Lewis specified that it is 
just a snapshot of that particu- 
lar moment in time and that it 
does not reflect the rest of their 
life. 

“It is meant to help stu- 
dents work on whatever they 
need improvement on, not to 


scare them about their abilities 
or make them feel uncomfort- 
able,” she said. 

The test itself takes 35 to 45 
minutes. It consists of 100 ques- 
tions, ranging from "why are 
you in college?” to “what are 
your study habits?” 

The turnout from last se- 
mester was not very conclusive 
because students would not go 
to pick up the results. This 
year, the same faculty that ini- 
tially volunteered used a differ- 
ent approach after consulting 
with other institutions using 
this test. 

This semester, after fresh- 
men took the test, faculty mem- 
bers went to the University 100 
class, gave them back the re- 
sults and offered the students 
an advising time to talk about 
it. Each exam reflects each stu- 
dent's needs, so they can lead 
to specific recommendations, 
such as getting involved with 
student activities or getting in- 
volved in sports. 

"They don't know what to 
expect, but this helps them get 
a grip on what they need to do 
to be successful, because it’s 
about college success, and we 
are just here to help them out,” 
said Lewis. /

that will hopefully take place 
before Thanksgiving break, 
around Nov. 14."

After opening their 2004- 
2005 season with two road vic- 
tories, the LSUS Pilots will kick 
off their home-game season 
with a perfect record Nov. 12. 

The Pilots’ season began 
with a 68-58 victory at Okla- 
homa Baptist University Nov. 
5, followed by a 118-84 victory 
at Rhema College Nov. 6, a 
game in which the Pilots 
scored 80 points in the second 
half. 

Going into the game at 
OBU, LSUS was ranked 35th in 
the NAIA Men's Division I Bas- 
ketball preseason poll, and Ok- 
lahoma Baptist was ranked 
fifth. 

However, the Pilots 
showed no signs of intimida- 
tion, as they handed the Bison 
their first home-opening loss 
since 1977. 

LSUS had total control of 
the first half, leading 32-22 at 


halftime. The Pilots finished 
the first half with a 12-28 shoot- 
ing performance, holding OBU 
to only 7-32 from the field. 

LSUS returned all of last 
season's starters, including 
Frederico Payne, who led all 
scorers in the OBU victory with 
21 points. Payne scored 15 of 
his points off of three pointers, 
which helped to end any sign 
of an OBU comeback. 

"Rico made some big shots 
in the second half,” said LSUS 
head coach Chad McDowell. 
"He is a big time player and 
made shots when we needed 
them." 

OBU did not perform well 
beyond the three-point arch, 
attempting 30 three-pointers 
and missing 24. 

Despite their shooting dif- 
ficulties, OBU had three play- 
ers finish in double figures. 
Aside from Justin Benson, who 
finished with 20 points, OBU 
didn't shoot the ball well.

Benson knocked down 8- 
of-15 shots and hit all four of 
his free throws to finish with 
20 points in his debut, while 
the rest of the Bison shot a 26 
percent from inside the arch. 

The Pilots also finished 
with three players in double 
figures. In addition to Payne's 
21 points, Derrick Rogers fin- 
ished with 16 points, followed 
by Derrick Sowell's 14 points. 
Sowell also had five rebounds. 

The Pilots outscored and 
out-rebounded the Bison with 
help from Derrick Hill, who 
finished with a game-high 14 
rebounds, 

"We got some good min- 
utes off our bench, and our 
guys did what we talked about 
the entire off-season," said Mc- 
Dowell. "We said if we worked 
hard enough and each guy did 
his part every night, we will 
have a chance to win some big 
ball games. And that is what 
we did tonight.”
